Please delete paragraph [0061] on page 19, and replace it with the following 
paragraph: 

[0002] The term "reverse-D peptide'' refers to a biologically active protein or 
peptide consisting of D-amino acids arranged in a reverse order as compared to the L-amino 
acid sequence of an NTP protein, fragment, variant or homolog. Thus, the carboxy terminal 
residue of an L-amino acid NTP protein, fragment, variant or homolog becomes the amino 
terminal for the D-amino acid peptide and so forth. For example, the AD7c-NTP fragment, 
HVGQAG (residues 62-67 of SEP ID NO: 10), becomes GdAdQdGdVaHd, where Ad, Gd, Hd, 
Qd, and Vd are the D-amino acids corresponding to the L-amino acids. A, G, H, Q, and V 
respectively. 
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
